defended it with all his characteristic energy, 
and explained it with the most analytical 
minuteness and care. The volunteers to be 
raised under it, though employed primarily 
for tbe purposes we have mentioned above, are 
to be subject to the orders of the President, 
and by his direction may be marched to any 
other service without tbe State limits of Ken- 
tucky. If this bill had become a law before 
Congress adjourned but summer, and the War 
Department bad been prepared to arm and 
equip the volunteers raised under it as fast as 
they could hare been enlisted and mustered into 
tervice, Kentucky would never have suffered 
from the detolating effects of rebel raids, and 
the Army of the Cumberland would at this day 
have had twenty to thirty thousand of its sol- 
diers released from guarding its line of com- 
munication between Nashville and Louisville, 
and serving with the main body of Gen- 
eral Rosecrans in the field. The volun- 
teers under this bill would have been able 
to check the movements of our disloyal 
population; to have suppressed all the 
recruiting for the rebel army which was car- 
ried on openly in the interior of the State 
last fall; to have guarded bridges and rail- 
roads, and to have performed all the fatigue 
duty which has been thrown upon the three 
years' soldiers. Kentucky has nobly responded 
to the call of the United States tor volunteers 
during tbe war, and bat enlisted nearly fort} - 
five thousand men for that service, a greater 
ratio in proportion to her loyal population, we 
reckon, than any other State in tbe Union. 
All of these who are doing duty in their own 
State, and, indeed, all the volunteers in the 
Federal service now in the State from what- 
ever sec tion they may hail, have been engaged 
in guarding the "bate and line of supplies for 
the Army of the Cumberland, " and at one- 
time were scattered more than three hundred 
miles from the city of Louisville, along the 
railroads to Northern Alabama and Missis- 
sippi. This left the mountain gaps and the 
gorget perfectly accessible to predatory 
bands from Tennessee a..d Virginia, who 
made their raids out of the reach of the troops 
guarding the base of operations, and found 
no one to oppose them. We could name coun- 
ties in which the very last fighting man had 
been enrolled in the Federal ser. ; ce, and their 
entire levies were engaged far away from their 
own homes, while their property was deso- 
lated, their families insulted, and the whole 
country harrassed. Had the middle-aged or 
even the gray-haired men of these localities 
been organized into the service, they would 
have made a Thermopylae of every mountain 
pats and a Marathon of every plain, in their 
resistance to the raids of Bragg, Smith, For- 
rest, and Morgan, and the soil of Kentucky 
would never have been polluted by the foot 
of an invader. 

But it is hardly necessary to state these 
facts, which ought to be familiar to every 
member of Congress who is fit to hold a place 
in the councils of tbe nation. Kentucky has 
asked for a volunteer force to protect the 
homes of her citizens and to enable them to put 
in their crops next year. Missouri and Mary- 
land have had bills of a similar character passed 
for their benefit, and yet the Senate hesitates 
to do justice to our State by granting to her 
the same measure of assistance. Senator Trum

souri and Maryland. Senator Trumbull says 
Illinois has enlisted all her volunteers for 
three years, and thinks Kentucky ought to do 
the same. But Illinois is not invaded. If a 
predatory band were to cross the Ohio in force 
at Paducah, and be making their way into the 
heart of his State, the Senator then would ap- 
peal eloquently to Congress to enroll the old 
men and the young men exempt from active 
duty for the home defence, and, when the dan 
ger was brought to his very door, he would ap- 
preciate the fact that it is not lukewarmness 
to the Union cause, nor any indisposition on 
the part of Kentucky's military papulation to 
enlist for the enure war, which induce her to 
ask the passage of this bill. On the contrary, it 
is because she has nearly exhausted her popu 
lation fit to bear arms and now asks the Gov 
ernment to receive her last remaining gift, 
her sires and her tender bjys, for such set 
as they are able to perform; and all she asks 
in return is that they shall be preferred to 
other troops in tbe defence of their own State 
This request, reasonable as it is and patriotic 
at it it, will, we fear, be rejected. Senator 
Wilton, the chairman of the Committee to 
which tbe bill was referred, has expressed tbe 
determination to vote for its general princi- 
ples, yet be wants tbe force cut down to ten 
thousand. But there was so much opposition 
to it from other quarters and so many hints 
that tbe force, if raised, would be under ad 
verse influences to tbe State, and so many 
technical objections interposed, that we de- 
spair of seeing the bill passed in any shape to 
make it efficient, and if we cannot get it en 
our own terms we do not want it at all, to be 
crippled by restrictions and weakened by cut- 
ting down the numbers, and then to be held 
the event of failure.

As Animal or Anothkr Bbekd.— We, in 
common with most other people, have been 
accustomed to represent the proclamation as a 
papal bull; but, on examining the document a 
little more closely, we find reason to believe 
that the bull is not altogether of the papal 
breed. We will very frankly state the reason 
for our belief. 

The President says in his proclamation that 
he proclaims the freedom of the slaves by 
virtue of his power "as Commander-in-Chief 
of the Army and Navy of the United States, 
in time of actual armed rebellion against the 
authority and government of the United States, 
and as a fit and necessary war measure for sup- 
pressing »aid rebellion." Now there are but 
two ways conceivable in which the proclama- 
tion could possibly operate as a war measure. 
1 . By causing the slaves to rise against their 
masters. 2. By causing the slaves to abandon 
their masters. If the proclamation does neither 
of these things, it cannot operate as a war 
measure; and nobody has ever pretended that 
it could. If the proclamation is to operate as 
a war measure at all, it must prompt the 
slaves either to attack their masters or to run 
away from them. This is admitted on all 
sides. 

But the President actually winds up his 
proclamation by particularly charging the 
slaves to do neither of these two things. "Ami 
I hereby enjoin upon these people so declared 
to be free," he says, "to abstain from all vio- 
lence, unless in necessary self-defence; and 1 
recommend to them that in all cases, when al- 
lowed, they labor faithfully for reasonable 
wages." So, that, if the proclamation should 
go into full and actual effect according to the 
t terms of the edict, the rebellion, on the 
abolition theory of the relative value ef free 
and slave labor, would be thereby strength- 
ened by the increase of labor, instead of lieing 
kened by the total destruction of labor 
That is to say, the President gravely pro- 
poses, as a fit and necessary war measure 
for suppressing the rebellion, to endow the 
rebels with a new labor system which he be- 
lieves will turn out more labor than the old 
one, thus of course enabling them to prosecute 
the war on their part with a corresponding in- 
rease of energy. In other words, the Presi- 
dent, sincerely desiring to weaken the rebel- 
ion by abstracting tberefrom the labor 
which sustains it, and conscientiously believ- 
ing that freemen labor for wages more effi- 
ciently than slaves labor, does, therefore, as a fit 
and necessary war measure for suppressing 
the rebellion, solemnly proclaim that the 
slaves are freemen, and recommend them to 
labor faithfully for reasonable wages! 

We think we have said enough to show that 
the belief we mentioned at the outset is well- 
grounded. The proclamation is evidently not 
a purely papal bull. We will not presume, with 
eur imperfect knowledge of the taurine species, 
to say confidently what sort of a bull the proc- 
lamation is; bnt it manifestly has a very strong 
admixture of the Irish stock.

• President Lincoln, as our readers have 
seen, promptly rescinded tbe recent Order of 
Gen. Grant expelling "the 'ews as a class," 
from the Department of the Tennessee. A 
deputation of thirty />f the "class," including 
a distinguished rabbi, visited Washington, and 
through their representations the military or- 
der was overruled. Senator Powell, probably 
unaware of the President s action, had offered 
a resolution in tbe United States Senate con- 
temning the couise of Gen. Grant as "illegal, 
tyrannical, cruel, and unjust," for, under its 
operations, Jewish citizens, claiming to be 
loyal and being loyal, had been expelled from 
Paducah, and driven from their homes and 
business, without specific charges, and upon 
the vague and sweeping presumption that "the 
Jews as a class" had violated every regulation 
of the Treasury Department and thfforders o! 
tbe military commanders for the government 
of trade. There can be no doubt that the 
President has acted with propriety in rescind- 
ing the hastily worded order of Gen. Grant, 
for, whatever may have been the military rea- 
sons which induced its promulgation, they 
could uot have been chargeable to all "the 
Jews as a class." These reasons may have 
been strong and pressing, but we do not be- 
lieve that the General commanding the De- 
partment of the Tennessee himself intended 
that tbe Order should be so sweeping, or that 
he approves it personally as it 
calm reflection. 

If such a policy were admitted, it would lead 
to interminable difficulty, as well as injustice, 
and a military commander would be perpetu 
ally besieged tor redress by those against whom 
wrong had been committed. No orders di- 
rected against "a class" can be proper; they 
are too much like the edicts of Pharoah and 
Herod, and the very severity of these, directed 
against "the Jews as a class," was, under Prov- 
idence, made the agency by which the Divine 
wUl foiled the petty machinations of man. 
A commander has tbe full and ]ierfect right 
within his lines to arrest any man or set of 
men of any "class;" and this authority is am- 
ple for the prevention of smuggling and the 
traffic in contraband goods,orat any rate for the 
punishment of those who are detected in these 
illicit practices. Beyond this Gen. G. should 
not have gone, and the country will accept the 
rescindment of his Order with satisfaction. 
The President in rescinding it has responded 
to the dictates both of justice and of policy. 

Will Said!— In reply to a question in the 
House of Representatives the other day by 
that infamous abolitionist Thaddeus Stevens, 
as to whether the proclamation would take 
Kentucky out of the Union, Mr. Wadjworth, 
one of our noble delegation in Congress, re- 
plied: "Kentucky cannot be taken out of the 
Union, by secessionists or by abolitionists, or 
by both combined!" There spoke the true 
spirit of Kentucky. Let secessionists and 
abolitionists alike take heed. 

No radicalism of President Lincoln or his 
insane advisers can swerve Kentucky from 
her line of duty. She knows no cynosure to 
guide her course but the Cons 
steers by no other charts than the laws of tbe 
country. If these fail her; if she is left at sea, 
rudderless and without pilots, it may be that 
she will temporarily drift with adverse cur 
rents and run in imminent danger of founder 
ing, but the time must come, in the workings 
of Almighty Providence, when tbe storm will 
clear, the gloom be dissipated, and the proud 
bark, which for seventy years has weathered 
gales and escaped quicksands, will be anchored 
safely in the haven of peace, security, and 
constitutional law. We mny not always have 
a Palinurus at our helm; we may suffei from 
mutiny and we may have skulkers who will 
refuse to work the good ship; we may have 
those who will go below and refuse to man 
the vessel; and we may find dejected seamen 
giving way to melancholy forebodings and an 
ticipating shipwreck at every surging billow 
and every careening of our craft ; but there will 
be a lull in the storm, and a calm sea for us to 
glide into, where we may repair damages, and 
from which we may again take our departure, 
and float down the proud and broad tide of 
time as happily and as prosperously as we 
have done since our State was first admitted 
into the glorious constellation of the Ameri- 
can Union.

If we compare with these immense fleets 
the iron-cased navy of the United States im- 
partially we have to acknowledge that in case 
of a war with either of the above Powers we 
would have to keep entirely on the defensive, 
to submit to a disgraceful blockade, and to 
leave our merchant ships all over the o-'obn to 
the mercy of our enemy. All the Monitors 
which we are building by the dozen are ver) 
well to defend our harbors, but they are en 
tirely unfit to break a blockade or to act on 
the high sens, for to say that these vessels an 
good sea boats, or suitable for men to live in 
_ imply ridiculous, in which statement 1 wil 
be upheld by all experienced sailors and ship 
builders of any note. 

We huve no doubt that the monster class of 
vessels will always be favorites with our ja-c- 
ple, and that they will prove very efficient for 
harbor defence, but we must have large iron- 
clais.'or sea service and to defend our com- 
mercial marine. The genius of our govern- 
ment does not contemplate the creation of a 
large navy to enible us to take part in tbe 
various movements which policy will alway? 
force Mil. ii the European States, but we must 
be folly prepared for home defence and to as- 
sert the inviolability of our flag upon distant 
seas. Until within the last ten years we hmi 
the strongest fortified seacoast in the world, 
but the gigantic preparations of France 
at Cherbourg, and the corresponding en- 
ergy disolayed by England, have eclipsed 
our condition. Still, a few millions of dollars 
will reconstruct and render impregnable all 
our old harbor defences, which were located 
originally with consummate scientific skill 
and foresight. The natural conformation ot 
our coasts on the Atlantic Ocean and the Cult 
of Mexico is nobly adapted to a system ot 
enlarged fortifications, when they become ne- 
cessary, and at the same time afford the means 
of a defensive system for the maritime fron- 
tiers of tbe United States, which, coupled 
with interior communications from Boston to 
New Orleans, within the sounds, bay3, and 
inlets of the coast, will secure the prompt and 
safe movement of supplies from the extreme 
Northeast to the fur Southwest. As far 
back as 1826, Generals Bernard and Totten 
of a Boird of Engineers, in a report, 
.said that "our system of defence is comprised 
of elements, whose numerous reciprocal re- 
lations with each other, and with the whole 
constitute its excellence; one element i: 
scarcely more dependent on another than the 
whole system is on any one. Withdraw thi 
navy, and the defence becomes merely passive; 
withdraw iutcrior communication from the 
system, and the navy must cease, in a nieas 
ure, to be active, for want of supplies; and 
the fortifications can offer but a feeble resist- 
ance for want of timely reinforcements; with 
draw fortifications, and there remains only a 
scattered and naked navy." 

Experience has shown the wisdom of these 
views. The interior communications, by mean? 
of macadamized roads which were originally 
contemplated, have been superseded by rail-

mode of transit are self-evident, and they can 
be secured along the entire Atlantic coast by 
the enlargement of the three canals of th 
route, which have an aggregate length of less 
than seventy-nine miles, and, with this ef- 
fected, it will, in tbe language of tbe presen 
Committee on Military Affairs of the Hour 
of Representatives, form "a new ligament o 
strength around the nation to make its union 
perpetual." 

When the necessities of the country shall 
demand the construction of this inner circle of 
coastwise transit, which - will be protected 
from the poweiful navies of our enemies by 
the low bar3 and peninsulas of sand or allu- 
um that characterize our entire Atlantic 
coast, all its points of ingress must be strongly 
ed, and then small iron-clads of the Mon- 
itor class will be movable fortifications whkh 
can be transported wherever any sudden exi- 
gency may make their presence necessary. 
With plenty of these in commission, it will be 
utterly impossible for a foe even to blockade 
our harbors, for Monitors and mortars and gun- 
boats will drive blockading vessels from the 
roadsteads and convenient anchorage", and 
compel them to keep at such a distance from 
the land that tbey may escape the annoyance 
of the heavy defensive ordnance, while at the 
same time they will be subjected to all 
the risks and inconveniences of being 
continually under sail and having their 
crew3 perpetually at their quarters. We 
mu3t not therefore, because the Monitors 
are probably a failure aa sea-going craft, be- 
come excited, and change the policy whkh 
has made liberal appropriations for their con- 
struction. We cannot have too many of 
them, and successive experiments will perfect 
the original ideas of Mr. Ericsson, until they 
may become much more destructive than they 
have yet proved. We have hitherto been 
slow to increase our navy in a correspond- 
ing ratio to the increase of our commerce; 
we have fancied that the friendly feeling 
which we entertained toward all the 
great powers of the earth wa3 recipro- 
cated, and that we could bide in peace 
with the entire world. But recent events 
have demonstrated to us that commercial ri- 
valry and the interests of manufacturing an- 
tagonisms will destroy all the tits of friend- 
ship and all the influences of civilization, and 
convert friendly powers into deadly enemies. 
Common prudence warns us to be prepared 
with adequate means, therefore, to exclude 
hostile fleets from our harbors, with 
fortifications strong enough to prevent 
the landing of invading armies on 
our shores, until we can, by means 
of our interior line of water communication, 
mass armies and armadas of gunboats to repel 
them. If such an exigency should ever 
arise — and it is far from improbable — we shall 
find in our Monitor class of vessels the most 
valuable aids to a perfect system of sea-coast 
defence. Let us then continue their construe - 
tion; but we must not confine our exertions 



fcif-Conirary to appearances at Washing- 
ton, and certainly contrary to our expecta- 
tions here, the bill to raise volunteers for the 
defence of Kentucky passed the Senate of the 
United States on Monday, and pissed,* as wi- 
the announcement in the des- 

We heartily rejoice at this. Whether or not 
the bill has passed the Senate exactly as it 
passed the House during the last session, we 
cannot say; but it is certain at least that the 
bill, if changed at all, is not changed so m *- 
terially that the House will hesitate a moment 
to concur in the change. Accordingly, we 
may consider the bill a3 a law. 

Wo presume that one of the consequences ot 
he unexpected enactment of this law will be 
the supersedure of the vitilizition of our 
militia system by the General Assembly at 
present as bypothetically suggested by the 
Governor, seeing that this law renders such a 
process comparatively unnecessary for the 
present, and seeing, furthermore, that the pro- 
cess involves necessarily an expense which the 
Commonwealth is not well able to bear. If 
in thia judgment, the passage 
of the bill is a source of double satisfaction to 
Kentuckians, insuring, as it does, at once pro- 
tection to our homes and exemption from a 
crushing expenditure therefor. And we do 
not doubt that we are correct. 

The express purpose for which Governor 
Robinson suggested the conlitional vitaliza- 
tion of our militia system is the protection of 
he people against the forays and inroads of 
the rebels. Such is likewise the express pur- 
pose for which Senator Davis, with Gov. Robin- 
son s sanction, urged the bill in question. "You 
ntlemen, ' said Senator Davis in urging this 
aeasureon tbe 5th inn., "who live in States 
that have bee.» free from tbe invasion of tbe 
Confederate forces know nothing of the mis- 
eries*that it brings upon an invaded country. 
It is literally devastated. It is for the purpose 
of preventing further devastation, and of giv- 
ing protection to this truest portion of oar 
population, that our noble Governor desires 
this measure to be passed. He was here just 
before the recess was taken. He came on to 
solicit in person the President and members ot 
Congress to permit this bill to pass. He in- 
tends to make such use of it as a true 
patriot and Governor of Kentucky ought to 
nake, and none other. He, with the humble 
individual who now addresses you, holds no 
compromise with secession. We regard it 
ind it3 authors as the measure and ar- 
ificers of all the woes that are now bearing 
o oppressively upon tbo whole laud, and our 
iwn State especially. We have for tbe seces- 
sion leaders nothing but war, uncompromisiog 
war, until they are subjugated aad are reduced 
to submission to the Constitution and the 
laws. The secession leaders aad the Union 
men of Kentucky cannot, and never can, in- 
habit the same country. It is for the purpose 
of making the war effective, and more effect- 
ive upon them than it has been heretofore, 
that we desire so greatly the ptssage of this 
measure. We know that it will enable us to 
aise a description of force there that will be 
more effective iu our local conflicts with the 
recession armies, when they make their raids 
into the State, than any we have bad." It 
reined, however, that the bill would certain- 
ty fail; and Governor Robinson, keenly alive 
to the importance of protecting our ]>eople in 
••in" mode, very properly suggested in bis 
message, whether, if no other means of pro- 
tection could be obtained, we should not incnr 
the expense of putting our dormant militia 
system into operation, heavy as the expense 

/to continual raids from and depreda- 
tions by lawless and abandoned men." But it 
turns out in fact that the bill has not tailed. 
It has succeeded. And its success assures the 
coveted means of protection to our people. 
Consequently, the General Assembly is re- 
lieved, no doubt as agreeably as unexpected- 
ly, from tbe present consideration of the con- 
tingent suggestion of the Governor. 

We hope the bill will go through the re- 
maining forms of legislation as rapidly aa 
feasible, and that proceedings under it will be 
set on foot at the earliest possible moment. 
There should be no delay at any stage. All 
the signs indicate that the force contemplated 
will have work enough to do as long as the 
rebel army of the Southwest is able to keep 
the field, and the more work the further the 
field is removed from the banks of tbe Ohio 
Every step that Rosecrans presses the rebels 
back toward the Gulf is an appeal tor strenu- 
ous energy in raising these Kentucky volun- 
teers who among other things are to 
his rear and keep open his great line of 
munication.

GttiTLiaiN: I notice in your paper of this 
date a letter from Murfreesboro, in which Ma- 
jor-General Rousseau's division, through in- 
advertence, no doubt, is enumerated among 
those which were driven back by the enemy. 
The statement of your correspondent unin- 
tentionally, I doubt not, as I have said, but 
none the less certainly, is grievously wide of 
tbe truth. The enemy did not drive Roaateaa 
one quarter of an inch, nor the tithe of the 
breadth of a mathematical line, at Murfrees- 



boro, although the mass of their army, flushed 
rat launched upon him with 
terrific fury.

waves of the Mediterranean are accustomed to 
drive Gibraltar from its adamantine base — not 
otherw ise. The attack rolled in from the 
right upon the centre with resistless success 
until it struck Rousseau's division, but then it 
stopped. What enabled Rousseau to check it 
was not valor alone, for that had already been 
lavishly expended in vain, but the skill with 
which he chose his ground and posted his lines. 
Without this, it would have been possible to 
be heroic, but not to lie victorious— to be mas- 
sacred without damage to the enemy, but not 
to breast and break the tide of flame. Before 
any portion of his division became engaged, 
he asked and at once obtained from his veter- 
an rorj>* commander leave to fall back out of 
tbe cedar thicket, where, after strenuous exer- 
tion, it was seen to be impossible to get the 
division into line or to make the slightest uso 
of the batteries, and to take position in the 
open ground where he could fight. He thought 
that to fight was what be was there for. The 
possibility ot getting into position once assur- 
ed, he posted his division, not without lose, 
with the skill of Wellington and fought it 
with the heroism of Ney; so that the enemy, 
instead of rolling on and taking our gallant 
left wing in front and flank and rear at

Rousseau, those say who saw him, did well

THE PRESIDENT'S WARMK— \lK \ MSHOS- 
ESTAMi i KI KLABOLITIOX TRICK 

Geoboetowh, Ky., Jaa. 8, 1662. 
The President has at length issued his "fit and 
necessary war measure for the suppression ai 
the rebellion." It is now the property of the 
country . aud the loyal people have an unques- 
tionable right to examine it and to pronoun* • 
up >n its merits. The President is but tne people - 
servant,their agent whether be presents himsef 
as their civil Ruler-in-Chief, or as their military 
Commander-in-Chief. His acts and measure- 
are the ac's and measures of one who is strict- 
ly responsible to them. In tbe discharge ot 
duties clearly within tbe scope and received 
meaning of the Constitution and taws ot the 
land in either hi • civil or military capacity, it 
is always presumed that the Chief Magis- 
trate of tbis na'ion will be competent 
to decide with the advice of his Cabinet 
as to tbe proper course to pursue. Bui wbea 
he contemplates actions or measures, which 
are not clearly, by either the Constitution or 
the laws, within the scope of his authorized 
and sworn duty, patriotism, honesty, decency 
demand that he shall consult and defer to tbe 
expressed will of the sovereign people before 
be attempts to proceed. Tbis holds true with 
emphasis when the contemplated procedure is 
to run against the received and long-estab- 
lished sentiments of the people, oris to involve 
a radical and momentous change in tbe ma- 
terial interests, rights, and structure of aociety ; 
is, in short by foace to iaaugurate a serious 
and hazardous revolution in the very face of 
th" nanonal and local constitutions of the 
country. 

fata war measure ' of the President is a 
fundamental, revolutionary procedure of tbe 
most violent, wide-spread, and destructive 
character, that any nation has ever been sub- 
jected to in the history of the world. It ita 
measure, too, which be bat stubborn 1 v pressed, 
not only in tbe face ot tbe State and national 
constitutions, bat in the face of tbe recently 
and distinctly announced will of tbe people at 
tbe ballot-box! Mr. Lincoln is, in this point 
of view, a usurper; as much so, at far at be 
goes, as Jeff Davis is. The Constitution it as 
much a b-trrier to the one at to the other when 
a foregone conclusion is in view. They are 
both revolutionists; and Jeff Davit baa at 
much constitutional warrant for proclaim- 
ing slavery at the social system 
henceforth to exist ai the North, 
and to be forever maintained there by 
his armed power, if he can, as Abraham Lin- 
coln has for abolishing slavery at tbe South 
by armed force. And Mr. Davis could make 
ai least as plausible, if not at conclusive, aa 
argument for the re-establishmeat of slavery 
in all the States, as the beet security for future 
and permanent national peace, as Mr. Lincoln 
can for the abolition of slavery as such future 
security. For abolitionism wonld then be 
exterminated, and the relative position of the 
negro would be fully and finally disposed of 
in the Government. ' Whether Mr. Lincoln t 
armed abolitionism can promise as much is at 
least very doubtful. Mr. Davis s system chains 
tbe bull, and bis armed power would chain him 
all over the bud. But Mr. Lincoln seekt to 
un. h.iui inm. semi- .iL'e. enraged, and tear- 
fully dangerous. A very simpleton may un- 
chain the animal, but giautt may not be 
able to handle and manage him when loos -. 
Had Mr. Lincoln and hit advisers but a small 
grain of the sagacity of practical stttattatn- 
ship, which characterized the founders or this 
nation, they would hesitate and take counsel 
of the people, whose common sense is the na- 
tion's dependence, before they would try sud- 
denly and by force to turn loose three or four 
millions of semi-barbarians. 

But this "war measure" ia ridiculously un- 
railitary. The simple meaning of the thing, 
supposing it to nave any, is: If I caa 
crush the rebellion I will deprira tbe whole 
people embraced within its lines of their slaves. 
That is, Mr. Lincoln can get no military ben- 
efit from bis "war measure" till the war ia 
any given locality is over. Tbe abolition of 
slavery is proclaimed to be a "fit and necessary 
war measure to suppress tbe rebellion;" bat 
the rebellion confessedly must be suppressed 
before abolition can take place. How then 
can it be a "war measure" as a meant to sup- 
press the rebellion? But more ridiculously 
unmilitary still is the "war measure" in ita as- 
sumed potency. "I do order," says tne Preai- 
lent, "and declare that all persona held as 
slaves within the designated States and rarts 
of States are and henee/orth shall be free.'' 
Now, this impracticable order and futile decla- 
ration of freedom is proclaimed only for the 
benefit of all slaves beyond his military lines, 
and consequently as much beyond bis reach aa 
if they lived in Russia. "All person] held aa 
slaves within tbe designated States are free!" 
What nonsense! Are they free legally or in 
fact? Duet the proclamation free them I 
Why the Commander-in-Chief s proclama- 
tions are more potent than hit armies ! 
Three millions of men, women, and children 
have the chains struck from them within 
the lines of the mighty hosts of the slave 
power "without the loss of a man," and in> 
the twinkling of an eye. The creative word, 
" Let there be light, and there was light," does 
not exceed in immediate and absolute cogency 
the freeing word of the Commander-in-Chief 
of the embittered hosts of the United States! 
Would that Mr. Lincoln would proclaim with 
equal power the liberty of the freedom of loving 
patriots of East Tennessee and of other parts 
within tbe rebel lines! Would that he would 
"order and declare" tbe complete overthrow 
and dismemberment of the rebel army ! Why 
not demolish the mighty obstructions in the 
way of Richmond by proclamation? Prrbapt 
President Lincoln has so handled " the Army 
of the Potomac " as to cause all its efforts to 
fail on purpose to show the great power of a 
proclamation from him when tbe fit lime 
comes to take it 

This "war measure" must, however, be con- 
sidered in an aspect vastly more serious than 
has yet been done. If Mr. Lincoln thinks 
that his proclamation will either free a single 
slave beyond his lines or unnerve the rebel 
army, he is greatly wanting in common sense. 
On the contrary, it will tighten tbe chains of 
the slave and brace the nerves of the army 

It will show them that all their worst fears are 
to be realized if their strong arms cannot de- 
fend them; and it is folly to think that they 
will not now do their utmost They see be- 
fore them now nothing but success or ruin, 
and they will leave nothing undone 
that can tend to secure success. If, 
on the other hand, Mr. Lincoln, under 
cover of the words, "war measure", 
means to play tbe abolitionist within hu 
lines as fast as he conquers new terrritory 
and secures additional victims of his misap- 
plied power, he is simply cruelly dishonest and 
despotic. What kind of a "war measure ' 
that be which cannot be used against the 
armed rebel in front of our lines, which can 
be used only on those already conquered, dis- 
armed, and acquiescent under the authority of 
the Constitution and the taws? That must be 
an unnecessary ani unrighteous "war meas- 
ure," which, if put in force at all, must from 
the nature of the case, be put in force against 
those who may never have been rebels in heart 
or w ho, if they have, have laid do w n their arras 
and quietly taken their former position as citi- 
zens, willing henceforth to fulfil all the duties 
due to the government It must be a vtry unfit 
and unnecessary thing to make war on the 
conquered and peacelul. If it be a fit and 
necessary measure to take their slaves, why 
not take also their other property — their mon- 
ey, their cattle, their hogs, their horses, their 
wheat and their com? If tbe rebellion can- 
not be suppressed while they command slaves 
to tabor tor tbem, can it be suppressed while 
these very persons labor for them for hire? 

This pretended "warmeaaure is simply i 
intentionally an abolition measure, and the 
hypocrisy which calls it a "war measure' on 
ly makes it and its author the more censura- 
ble. A petty village lawyer of tbe lowest 
grade might be pardoned for such hypocritical 
trickery, but, when the ruler of a great and 
afflicted nation condescends to such subter- 
fuges for party ends, it is a mortifying spec- 
tacle. 

Tbis sinister "war measure" Mr. Lincoln 
calls "an act of justice." Justice to whom 
To the slaves? What have they done to earn 
it from Aim t They have thus far faithfully 
supplied their rebel masters with tbe material 
of war. Are they to be rewarded for this I 
Perhaps he means "an act of justice" to coa- 
quere.1 and submissive masters. If so, the 
measure is one of punishment, a penalty for 
having been rebels, or perhaps for having 
been, through the fault aad weakness of Mr. 
Lincoln's Administration, helplessly within 
rebel jurisdiction. Multitudes of these men 
were loyal long after this rebellion com- 
menced ; many ot tbem are, in heart, loyal 
now, and would pant for tbe approach of Mr. 
Lincoln's army, but for fear of thit ruinous 
and cruel "justice" that awaits tbem. 

Tbe army of tbe Union will necessarily, 
and doubtless now very seriously, under the 
influence of this war trick, damage tbe order 
and usefulness of slaves wherever it marches 
through rebel territory ; but, unless it carries 
them out of the country, it will not free them.

I OSJT 
State for hwr refit -al at the br.'.iking out of tli ■ 
rebellion to tike pirt in favor of the Union, 
although he acknowledged that she would no' 
organize against it. This of course brought 
nearly all tbe Kentucky memWs to Iheirfcet 
in defence of their Mask Mr. Duulap lim ed 
that Psesident Lincoln lully endorsed lh,e "neu- 
trality'' of Kentucky, at a timo when her most 
devoted patriots believed that it #aj tbe 
only elTective policy to keep her from being 
engulphed iu the Mirgiug w ives of -s-ioa. 
He showed, toj, that a large majority of Iter 
citizens liable to military duty were fighting 
Uie battles of the Uni.m, and that the Slate 
had, on every prope" occasion, evinced that 
she was for the Unioa, first, last, nud forever, 
and that she would support thy Government 
in all its just requirements to put down the 
rebellion. He protested against the injustice M 
charging Kentucky with any sympathy with 
the insurrection, when she had suffered so 
much in the maintenance of her loyal position 
and even now was appealing to Congress to 
allow her to enlist twenty thousund more of 
her sons to defend the integrity of the Union. 

Mr. Wadsworth also denied with indignant 
warmth the imputations against ihe loyalty 
of his State. Mr. Stevens by way of rejoinder 
acknowledged that Kentucky had many lo.va 
citizens, but he regretted that she was uua'ih 
to defend herself and save the Noriheru State: 
"the calamity of sending troops there to be 
butchered on Ijer soil." Mr. Stevens does not 
appear to realize that it would be a gieatcr 
calamity to hive the war, with all its horrors, 
carried within the boundaries of those Northern 
States, when, in addition to Ihe sufferings of 
their fightiug men. they wonld experience u bat 
Kentucky has so terribly felt iu the devasta- 
tion of their homes, the pillage of then i i. p , 
the insults to their wives and daughters, tbeii 
old men ruthlessly shot down or hanged for 
the crime of loyalty, and their children ex- 
posed to all the ping i of famine and the rig- 
ors of the inclement seaiOM without clothing 
or a roof-tree above their heads. Kentu. ky 
seems to have bared her breast in vain, and tu 
have expose 1 herself as the buekkr ot the 
North, only lo rcctive ungrateful taunti and 
charges of unfaithfulness in icturn. It Is 
tnosl singular th it the position of the Border 
Slave States, aa.l especially that of iicutucky, 
should havebeoa so completely misunderstood. 
Mr. Stevens rises iu his pi i -a and asserts that 
"no vole has b-vn taken ih t'ui House U> sup- 
tain tin- Administration, or to carry out th< 
measures which it deems neec-sary to pa 
down th>* rebellion, but two classes of uiciu 
bers have voted together wilh gr at regal.tr 
ity — one the life-long Democrats, who are 
opposed to the» Administration upon parly- 
grounds, nnd in nine cases out of ten the 
gentlemen from Kentucky, with perhaps ote 
exception." With this assertion he appeal

In reply to this, 
Mr. B a na l oaid that the gentlemen from 
Kentucky were about as loyal, in his judg 
ment, as Governor Seymour, of New York 
He intended this as a sneer, but we regard it 
as a high compliment, if Governor Seymour s 
li ielit , to the Union and ihe I'oastllaHasi is 
to be tested by the principles annunciated iu 
his recent message to the Legislature of his 
State, as it b. But in the coui.-e of the debate- 
to which wo are referring there was one nobl 
voice raised in defence cf tue Border States, 
anl Kentucky will long remember Judge 
Thomas, or Miiiachusetts, for thj admirable 
viudic iion aul eulogy which he bestowed 
upon her |»osition and her efforts.

General certain- 
ly should not bavo permitted the mail- iraos- 
portation to lie discontinued. He was ifie- 
tiuctly and lepentedly informed, that, unless' 
the offer of the Company to do the peafaaM 
work for MpMI should l>e accepted, they 
would not carry the mails after the Is 1 JaM av\ . 
If, then, he felt that he oaght not to pay the 
i-ompt nsation demanded, and if he found him- 
self unable to induce the Company to agree to 
lower terms, he should assuredly have made 
other arrangements for the performance of tb" 
work of his Department instead of permittini; 
it to go undone alter the first of the year to 
the deep and uii-crable discomfort of innumer- 
able people. We thiuk he failed to fulfil hi 
public obligations, an.l he ought to endeavor 
to find some means of repairing his grave 
omission as soon as possible. We earni iL 
hope he appreciates the great importance al 
immediate action. Such a grout Govornmen 
as ours should not let it depcud u|K>n the terms 
offered by a railroad company whether an im- 
nieuse loyal region of the United States shall 
have mail privileges or not while the laws 
of the United States forbid the currying of 
mails by private individuals. 

The Uailroad Company had an unquestion- 
able right to demand the compensation they 
did, and we cannot say thai, we think they de.

.ico the U. 8. Government gave the Memphis 
Navy Yard upon certain conditions to that 
ity, but we do not remember what the con- 
dition were. In 13ot or 1S5.">, Memphis, 
Anxious for the construction of the Memphis k 
Little Rock Railroad, mortgaged the Kavy 
Yard for tbe payment of the interest of the 
iionds of that road. The interest was paid 
regularly until a little more than two yeare 
ago, but nothing ha3 been paid since. 

From the breaking out of the rebellion up 
to the time when onr forces took possession of 
Memphis, the Navy Yurd, by the authority of 
Memphis and all other rebel authority, 
devoted to the rebel service. For this n 
it should unquestionably be confijeated, but 
of course any loyal citizens, who hold inter 
ests secured by the mortgage upon it, should 
be duly provided for in the act of confiscation 
We see that the Hon. Horace Maynard, of 
Tennessee, has introduced a resolution upon 
the whole subject in the Lower House of Con 
press, and we shall be glad to see it acted on 
promptly.

The most important part of the correspon- 
dence relates to movemeutsby French Cousuls 
at Galveston and lUichmond— .-iipiaised lo have 
originated at Pans — to induce Texas to secede 
from 1 he Southern Confederacy and establish 
an independent government. 

The result of tnis discovery was an order to 
Magruder to :cnd the Consul at Galveston to 
Mexico as soon as possible, the Richmond 
Consul lo leave forthwith. The order with 
regard to the l.itier was, however, received. 
Il further appears that the reteplion award 
by Earl Ru??'ll to Commissioner Mason at 
London is not such as couijiorts with the lat- 
ter a sense of propriety, or with tbe expecta- 
tions of Confederate authorities at Richmond. 
Mason is, however, complimented for his self- 
abnegation in confuting to remain at h>s 
nost. notwithstanding the innocence to which 
lie conceives himself subjected by the evident 
coolness of the British Sectetary.

The following particulars of the laud attack 

on Galveston have not yet \kh n published: 

On the night of December lilst, a reconnais- 
sance was made by Capt. Shreeve with twen- 
ty-five men, which rtsulted in the dircovery 
of a large rebel cavalry force iu the western 
pirt of the cily. It w ill be borne in mind thai 
a detachawnt of the 42 1 Massachusetts regi- 
ment. which occupied Galveston, were sta- 
tioned on a wharf i;i the eastern end of town — 
that is. tbe point nearest the bar. Capt-'iu 
Shreeve at once |iostcd bis disi-overy to Col. 
Burrill by a !.nc.-*eugi r, v- lien two platoons ol 
twenty men eueb, under ('apt-tins Proctor and 
"lavage, wore scut out. It was re|»orted soon 
fier that Captain Shreeve had lieen captured, 
but the platoons sent ou met him and his 
command faliling back in good order. 

About this time the Harriet Lane sent up 
nals whi'h announced, 1 -if, the enemy ap- 
proaching by water, and 2d, the enemy ap- 
proaching by land. Col. Burrill, la-in^; no'i- 
fied of these signals, immediately turned (but 
his battalion, all told, nutnliered le.<s than MO 
men under arms I, and constructed barricades 
of barrr Is, hogshead- 1 , boards, and whatever 
,.i. li,. , ,ml.l ti:nl. "T- -ss tli' .w h. rf, nod tore up 
plank . leaviug only a n trrow pass-t-. r e for the 
retreat of his pickets. Word was soon sent in 
that the enemy iu large uum tiers wtr: cross- 
the bridge, and had already taken ih:ss-s- 
sion of tho rear of the town in strong force. 

During the day the re'ads brought light 
pieces 01 artillery concenled in loads of hay 
d lixed them in a warehouse about a quar- 
ter of a mile from the wharf, and when the 
Harriet Lane had fairly engaged, opened fire 
with these pieces on the union forces. The 
rebeb planted than guns for the purp-. -e of 
obtaining nn enfilading range on carmen, bui 
a skilful change of position and barricades de- 
feated their design. 

Our soldiers tought bravely, and for four 
hours refused to yield to an overpowering 
force. The enemy was fairly repulsed twice, 
aotwitbatao lin", i.io artillery, while our troops 
had none; and notwithstanding lie had ten to 
our one, full li;lit of day came before the 
fight between them and our handful of sol- 
die'S was at an end. 

The little band was standing up against all 
odd-, when it was discovered that a white fl 
was floating from the Harriet Lane. The 
meaning of it was not understood, the Colonel 
being ignorant that the Harriet Lane was iii 
the enemy's iiosBaadoa. Soon after a white 
11 ig wai dis| laved on the gnnbotit Owasco. 

Colonel BcrricU despatched to Davis to as- 
certain the state of atlairs an 1 consult as to 
the course to be pursued. Adjutant Davis pro- 
ceeded in a sm till boat and having completed 
his business was about to return when he dis- 
covered the Union troops on the wharf were 
inarching off. He saw them go lo the street 
where they were at once surrounded by reliel 
soldiers, and by citizens. They had in fact 
surrendered. The Adjutant of course did uol 
return. The rebels in addition to the prison- 
ers captured 30,'000 rifle cartridge?, five thous- 
and picks, and five hundred shovels. The los . 
of the I'uion land force was quite small, prob- 
ably not more than t killed and 20 wounded.
